The Late Railroad Tragedt and thf. 
Sonhat Trains.—I n their address to the 
stockholders, the Directors of the New York 
& New Haven Railroad make the following 
admission: 

“ K wortl in relation to the fact dint he 
(Tucker) was not the regular enginemnn of 
the train. The enginemeit on this road make 
a daily rim of about 150 miles, which is more 
than is required oil the Railroad generally, 
and is too much for a man to do constantly. 
It is therefore arranged that about once a 
week each one of the regular e.ngincinnn lies 
off a day, mid to meet this CHse, these extra 
men, yvlio are considered to lie equal in all 
respects to the best, and are familiar with all 
the rules and all the trains, are employed 
who tnke in turn the (ilace of either of the 
regular men' for a day. 

Tucker was acting as one of these extra 
men, and on this particular day the regulnr 
engineinan of the train had leave to be off 
for the day, for the purpose of moving his 
family, and Tucker as a regular extra man; 
was assigned to his post for the trip.” 

I was reading this yesterday oil my way 
from New York ns the train neared the fatal 
spot where occurred that awful havoc of hu¬ 
man life only six days before. And while 
looking out on the fragments of smashed, 
cars, and contemplating the instantaneous 
plunge of fifty fellow mortals into eternity, 
by the reckless act of one, reflections were 
suggested like these:— 

1. So then it is conceded that “about once 
n week ” a dny of rest is necessary, even for 
Enginemen on our Railroads. Very Well; 
God has kindly provided for it. And to 
make the provision available to all classes, 
both employers and employed, ho has put it 
among his commandments, witli very minute 

*2. Had this commandment l>een observed 
by the Railroad Company, there would have 
been no need of employing “ this extra man” 
to give opportunity for the regular enginemen 
to * lie off a day”—our Maker having well 
arranged all that matter himself, sons exactly 
and safely to meet this acknowledged neces-

But look oil Phidias’ Jove! You say at 
once “ behold a man of ability, and a great 
poet.”

The connexion of this awful cninsiroplic 
with the running of a Sunday train is placed 
in a still more definite and dreadful connex¬ 
ion by the circumstances which led to Mr.

But there goes other stuff besides imagi¬ 
nation, to make a man,—and, of course, a 
gentleman.

But to this 
there nre two or three exceptions. The mis¬ 
er may be rich, hut he is not counted among 
the vulgar genteel. The genteel vulgar man 
must not stoop to labor; bis hands must he 
free from toil; labor is a disqualifying cir¬ 
cumstance, and takes all the vulgar gentility 
out of flie woulff.be gentleman. Vulgar 
gentility consists iu cosily houses, splendid 
equipages, rich furniture; in having leisure 
time and the kind of attention that money 
brings. It matters little how the money may 
he obtained, so that you have it 

To he a vulgar gentleman you need not 
have intellect, or taste, or refinement. Su¬ 
periority iu intellect, in morality, in affec¬ 
tion, in sympathy, would tnke yoii out of tho 
pale of vulgar gentility. No reformer can 
lie thought genteel by the vulgar in any city 
of the Union. Vulgar gentility never wears 
nut: it is lasting, permanent. Though, as 
in the case of the miser, it may be dormant 
for one or two generations, it is still there! 
and, like the gout, will some dny show itself. 
The vulgar gentleman must have manners ; 
they must not fie the native, artless grace of 
the child ; nor the natural grace of manhood; 
nor the manners of the individual, but of 
the class. The vulgar gentleman must liow 
to a lord, but may kick a negro in the street; 
he can put on am! take off his manners, as 
we turn on nnd shut off the ens at our pub¬ 
lic gatherings. The vulgar man is the sub¬ 
ordinate of bis estate. You never think of 
the man, but of his riches. He is eclipsed 
by his own gas light. You eat his dinners, 
nnd think of them, not of him who provides 
them. He bas no ideas of his own. The

Some Sunday morning, when the rain has 
deprived the church of his presence, sitting 
before the fire, he falls to meditating, and 
having some faint recollections of his moth¬ 
er’s counsels—his loving mother upon whose 
grave the violets have blossomed many sum¬ 
mers—and lie asks “ Wliat is good?” and 
the City answers “The Bank.”

and the City answers “Money.” Satisfied 
with these answers, he resolves to go one

-Time would fail me to speak of the sAe 
collateral of this body Without enteung 
upon this subject, therefore, I will now pass 
to wlmt I deem the true idea of a gentleman. 
This is exactly tRe opposite of the false idea 
of the gentleman. The true gentleman be¬ 
comes a true gentleman after this wise : He 
modifies his manhood into greater manhood. 
There is a first foundation of manhood: up¬ 
on this he lays strata over strata, one after 
another. He is a ti ne gentleman, because he 
has got the power for that, namely, intellec¬ 
tual riches; power of conscience, which is 
moral riches; power of love which is aftee- 
tional riches; and, if I Were preaching, I 
should say pqiver of soul, which is religious 
riches-.- He is a true gentleman who adds 
most riianhood to his gentility. He depends 
not upon his riches, nor upon the fineness of 
his cloth, but upon his intellect, his honesty 
and his truth. You may always recognize 
him. Though he tuny wefi'r different aspects 
■—as the printer, the poet, the sailor, the pill 
vender, the lawyer—the man rises superior 
to all circumstances. Yon never think of 
the riches of the true mail, but of the men 
himself. You never eat his dinners and 
think 'Sut of the viands you have tasted, for 
the man eclipses his gas-light. In his house, 
where McDonald sits, is the head of the ta¬ 
ble not where the roast beef and decanter 
are placed, lie is always true to others and 
to himself—earnest in all his manly purposes. 
Is he rich?—he lias no more nor less dignity 
than were he poor. Kossuth—the poor edi¬ 
tor of Buda I’esth, the hated of the govern¬ 
ment, the loved of the poor—was none the 
less a gentleman than when he held us all 
enraptured with his eloquence, with this fine 
land for his forum, and the stars of America 
for his sounding board. The true gentleman 
wishes good of all men; even as the water- 
lily gives its sweet perfume to the rude boy 
swimming among its petals, just the same as 
it does to the lordly lady from the rich vasp 
in her bourdour. He meets men always as 
men —never as poor, never as obscure, never 
ns famous. Here is an example : 

“ One day ihe elder Adams was driving a 
Southern gentleman through Quincy in a 
gig. On the road he met a negro; who rais¬ 
ed his hat and bowed to the gentlemen.— 
The President returned ihe salute, much to 
the horror of his companion, who remarked 
that ho never expected to see such an act. 
‘Why not?’ answered the President, ‘the 
mnn bowed and spoke first; would you have 
me exhibit less manners than a negro ?’ ” 

Thus it is always with the true gentleman ; 
and the true lady is hut a sweeter copy of 
the same thing—a diamond from the same 
mine, but a purer, brighter gem, worthy of 
being borne upon the breast of a true man. 
The true gentleman will always leave the 
stamp upon him, just as the river Rhone or 
the Arno the color of the soil through which 
they flow. He may he rich and you visit 
him, hut it is not his riches that you cure any 
thing about. You go to his house at Mount 
Vernon, blit you say nothing about the house 
so long as Washington is there. You dine 
with him, but you say nothing about the din¬ 
ner if Dr. Franklin sits at the table. In con¬ 
clusion] the lecturer remarked that all about 
us we see examples of the false and the true 
idea of. a gentleman. In England vulgar 
gentility is medwevnl; in this country it is 
yet in its infancy. There it is ancient, and 
in harmony with the institutions and the cus¬ 
toms of the country. Here it is in opposi¬ 
tion to all our institutions, false and perni¬ 
cious, unworthy of the free air that surrounds 
it, and it must soon fall. The time is to 
come when this true idea of a gentleman 
shall eclipse the idea of vulgar genteel. The 
Star that once stood still over the stable, has 
taken its way westward, and it will guide 
men to a state of society where man shall 
acknowledge that

The time from New York city to Chicago 
is now hut 48 hours, and in a few weeks it is to 
be reduced to 36 ! Never having passed over 
the N. Y. & Erie road, I took that route, and 
did not regret it. It is a magnificent work of 
almost 5Q0 miles in length, and generally well 
finished and furnished. Its refreshment saloons 
are liberally supplied at reasonable rates, and 
its officers by kindness to travelers make them 
feel that all old friends are not left behind — 
Several times a day a boy passes through the 
cars with fresh water to drink, which is often 
quite anaceommodation, and other roads would 
do well to imitate the example 

During the lower half of the way the coun¬ 
try is rather rough, and the road winds along 
the margins of rivers, often under perpendicu¬ 
lar mountain heights of imposing grandeur.— 
But leaviug the valley of the Delaware, and 
reaching western New York, the country be¬ 
comes more beautiful. The valleys of the Sus¬ 
quehanna and Chemung, are rarely exceeded in 
fertility and beauty in any part of the east or 
west. They are magnificent. We commend that 
route to travelers for the west. The lime and ex¬ 
pense are no greater than through Albany, from 
whence to Buffalo, the most pinching extortion 
was so long practiced. Glad am I that the com¬ 
petition of the Erie road has forced it down, and 
it should now be patronized as a public bene¬ 
factor. Take the Erie road. 

Reaching Dunkirk on Lake Erie about 12 at 
night, we hurried oft for Cleveland, cold, the 
ground white with frost, without fires ir. the 
cars, and reached there at 8 o’clock in the 
morning. Twenty, four hours more by cars 
would have carried us to Chicago, but I. pre¬ 
ferred to stop and take an evening boat; and a 
very agreeable day I spent with our excellent 
friends of the True Democrat and others. That 
is one of the ablest, truest free papers of the 
country. Its principal editor, J. C. Vaughan, 
Esq , is a South Carolinian, of whom S. C. has 
not now the virtue to be proud, but to whom 
his country and the cause of liberty will owe a 
lasting debt of gratitude.

' May 18th, 1863. J 

My Dear Sir Your favor of the 2d irist., 
inviting me on behalf of the “Liberty Club” 
of Portland, Maine, to visit your State, and aid 
in the cause of the “Free Democracy” was du¬ 
ly received. I deferred answering it till now, 

hoping that opportunity would be allowed me 
to accept it; but fortune does not favor ; and I 
must decline.

The Great Pleasure Trip—Sailing of the 
Steam Yacht, North Star. 

Commodore Vanderbilt’s yacht sailed May 
19, for Europe. Cornelius Vanderbilt—more 
generally known, because of his extensive in¬ 
terest in steam naragalion as “ Commodore ”— 
is a native of Stateu Island, and it now some¬ 
thing more than fifty-five years old. 

“ At an early age, says The Illustrated News, 
he showed a fondness for the sea, and took a 
great interest in the shipping. While a very 
young-man he became owner of a finely rigged 
sailing .vessel that he run regularly between 


Staten Island and New York. As early as 
182Q he had the command of a steamboat of 
which he was part owner. lie became noted 
as one of the most enterprising and fortunate 
steamboat captains of the time. From captain 
lie befcame owner; of not Only one, but several 
steamers, and gave up the practical part of nav¬ 
igation to attend to liis property interests. For 
many years he has been the largest owner of 
steamers — entirely his own—without partner¬ 
ships—probably of any man in the world. He 
is proprietor of over twenty steamers; one 
halt of which are ocean steamships of toe lar¬ 
gest class, principally in the California trade. 
All the vast trading and traveling interest that 
is carried on between New York and California, 
are under great obligations to Mr. Vanderbilt, 
for opening the new route to the Pacific by 
wav of Lake Nicaragua. He built a steamer 
of some 500 tons burden, took it in tow of a 
large steamship, went to San Juan, took it up 
the river, and there it now runs, on Nicaragua 
Lake, the first steamer that ever blew a whis- 
ile, to frighten the wild birds and astonish the 
natives, in the wilds of Central America. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt has been entirely the archi¬ 
tect of his own fortunes. Amassing immense 
wealth, he has, at the same time, made the for¬ 
tune of thousands of others. He is now a 
large proprietor of manufacturing and engine 
building establishments. He probably gives 
employment to more hands, than any other 
one than in America. He is always liberal to- 
ward the poor and needy. Many'a good anec¬ 
dote is told of his benevolence. A man who 
had been in his employment for some years, 
died, leaving th8 sum of $800 in specie.'

Thence he will go 
up the Baltic, perhaps to see Jenny Lind, if 
she should be at Stockholm, and ther.ceup the 
Neva, where he will be entertained at St. Pb- 
tersburgh by the Emperor Nicholas, who will 
beyond doubt manifest great interest in the 
ship, if not in the Yankees, and will very like¬ 
ly send an order lo s me of our builders for 
one for his own use. Bidding adieu to the 
Czar, the North Star will return to the Atlan¬ 
tic, try her strength with the billows of Bis¬ 
cay, and come to anchor off Gibraltar. Thence 
they proceed to the clas,ie shores of the Med¬ 
iterranean, stopping at Naples, Malta, Athens, 
Constantinople, Alexandria, and perhaps sev¬ 
eral other ports. Sufficient stay will he made 
at each place to see the most worthy objects in 
the neighborhood, and give and receive the 
hospitalities incident to the occasion. 

We cannot give more particular details, as 
the Commodore has, as far as possible, avoided 
any publicity ol his plans. But it is certain 
that everything pertaining to the excursion 
will be done upon the most liberal and magnifi¬ 
cent scale. The cost has been roughly eslima- 
ted at half a million of dollars, which is all 
borne by the Commodore.

THE THRIFTLESS FARMER. 

We copy the following from the Fort 
Wayne Times, and regard it as one of the 
best portraits of a “thriftless farmer” we 
have seen.

-Grafting Grape Vines. 

Saw off the vine an inch or two below the 
surface of the ground,then will) a large augur 
just the size of the graft, bore one or more 
holes, perpendicularly, or parallel with the 
grain, about two inches deep in the top of 
the root where sawn off, and into these in¬ 
sert the scions, the full depth of the holes.— 
Let the seious be of the last year’s growth, 
well ripened, and about 6 incites in length, 
with a bud or eye at the top: they should he 
cut from tlie vine during winter or eariy in 
spring, before the sap gets in motion ; and 
the operation should be performed just be¬ 
fore it is expected the sap will start—though 
it will usually succeed afterwards if the top 
of the stock is well waxed. Alter inserting 
the scions,cover the wound firmly with moist- 
clay, up to tlie eye of the scions, and place a 
hoard so as to protect from washing by rains, 
till the leaves appear. This inelhod is surer 
than cleft grafting .—•Ohio Cultivator. 


Penrs on Thorn Stocks 
The present system of dwarfing fruit trees, 
which is said to be applicable to the pear as 
well as other varieties of cultivated fruits,re¬ 
moves, in a great measure, tlie objections 
urged against the thoru, by nurserymen. It 
has generally been asserted, and no doubt 
truly, that while the scion of the pear does 


dy, that while the scion of the pear does 
inarkably well, ami makes a rapid growth 
i the tliors, the latter is not large enough to 
cure a good sized and healthy tree. But 
dwarfing, the size is a secondary consider- 
ion Very productive trees are obtained 
i this method, and they are very generally 
■eferred in consequence of their being less 
ihle to injury from winds, more easily mau¬ 
led, and requiring far less ground, rborn 
icfes. also, are easily obtained, whereas 
lince stocks and pete stalks are expensive, 
id obtained only with difficulty, and from a 
stance, of those who grow them for sale, 
id at an exorbitant price.—JV. E. Farmer- 


INOCULATING FRUIT TREES. 
“Innoculatiug is tlie operation of tronsfer- 
iu’g any desirable variety of a tree upon the 
lock of an inferior o: wild variety. The

pEESiDENf rAi, Statistics. Since the for¬ 
mation of the United States Constitution the 
people have elected twelve persons to the 
Presidential chair, all of whom arc now- 
dead With the exception of Martin V an Bo¬ 
ren and General Pierce. During the same 
period of time, thirteen persons havefoceu- 
pied the position of Vice-President, but four 
of whom are now living; Martin Van Bu- 
ren, John Tyler, George M. Dallas and Mil¬ 
lard Fillmore. The President who lived 
longest after vacating the Presidential chair, 
-was John Adams, who survived the period 
twenty-five years. His son, John Quincy 
Adams, and James Madison, rank next to 
him in that respect, both living nineteen 
years. Mr. Polk died within three months 
after he left the seat of Government, and 
General Washington, lived but a little over 
two years after he returned to the shades of 
Mount Vernon. Among the Vice-Presi¬ 
dents, Aaron Burr lived’ over thirty years 
after his term of office had expired, and John 
1 Adams was survivor about the same period 
' of time. It is a sittgnlar coincidence that 
three of our Presidents who figured in the 
days of the Revolution, expired on the 4th 
i of July; John Adams, Thomas Jefferson, 
and James Monroe, the two first named both 
dying ou the same anniversary, being the 
fiftieth one from the time independence was 
declared, in 1776. Samuel L. Southard, of 
New Jersey, who, as President pro. tem, of 
the Senate, performed the duties of Vice- 
President under Mr. Tyler, when he was ■ 
elevated to the Chief Magistracy by the 
death of Gen. Harrison, died while serving 
in that capacity, in 1842.— Cin. Enquirer.
